For the information of your taxpayers the customary annual 
statement is presented for your town report. 


Payment of Old Age Assistance to persons 
applying from your town amounted to $3,- 
066.25 during the year January 1, 1944 to 
December 31, 1944. 


The number of recipients in December, 1944 
was 12. 


The resources of this department and its ability to make pay- 
ments are determined by the state appropriation which is 
matched by federal funds. During recent months it has not 
been possible to grant assistance or to increase all who were 
found eligible after investigation. The cost of living has in- 
creased so much that about every case needs to be increased 
that is not now getting the maximum. The cooperation of 
Overseers in extending temporary aid and supplementary 
medical services has been very helpful. 


The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative re- 
view of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total 
administrative cost per case per month is among the lowest in 
the country. 


The advice and counsel of local officials and interested people 
are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its field 
staff.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Stowe: 

‘““We hope to avail the state of those talents which nature has 
sown as liberally among the poor as among the rich, but which 
perish without use, if not sought for and cultivated.’’-—Thomas 
Jefferson. 


The enrollment of pupils is distributed as follows: 

A, Stowe’ Junior-Senior High School. ... . TNS 

Deo Lowe: Graded Schodlss TOOMSs 3) ir ee 104 

C. Rural Schools 64; Moscow 20; West Branch 20; Hollow 19; 
Brownsville 5; Grand Total, 283 or 68 less than four years ago. 
The average cost per pupil, elementary and High School in- 
clusive was $95.58. High School was $134.42. The State and 
Federal Governments paid 22% of these costs. Our transpor- 
tation cost was $3127.05, which 1s $24.24 per pupil transported. 
Certain specific duties present themselves to a school depart- 
ment in these critical and uncertain times. First, we must give 
our students an adequate education. Secondly, we must pro- 
vide adequate salaries to protect our personnel against infla- 
tion. Thirdly, we must, in so far as possible plan for the future. 


The High School faculty and program is practically the same 
as two years ago, since we have reinstated Home Economics. 
Agriculture we did not reestablish because of reduced enroll- 
ment. We still offer the boys carpentry. 


The gross enrollment per subject in the 4-upper years of High 
School is as follows: English (4 classes), 67; Science (Physics, 
Biology, General Science), 51; Latin (5), 00; Algebra I, 21; 
Geometry, 12; Advanced Math, 5; Home Economics, 23; Car- 
pentry, 12; History & Civics, 70. 


The activities of Music, Dramatics, Athletics and Physical 
Education, and Literary are well conducted by the faculty and 
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strive to meet the requirements of self-improvement; recrea- 
tion and cultural growth for all pupils. Some of these activ- 
ities are required while others are voluntary. The same faculty 
teaches all Junior-High subjects as well as the above. 


In cooperation with the War Foods Administration the High 
and Graded School are conducting a thorough hot lunch pro- 
gram; about 100 pupils are served each day at noon. The pupils 
pay 5 cts. for a lunch with milk and 3 cts. without, and we re- 
ceive from the government 6 cts. and 4 cts. respectively. A 
typical lunch is milk, a hot dish and a salad. This program is 
under the supervision of Mrs. Cross, the Home Economics 
teacher, and directly in charge of Mrs. Winnie Lackard. 


Stowe High School faculty are 100% in their membership 
with the National Education Association which is indicative 
of their professional spirit. 


We must continue to increase salaries since the cost of living 
is increasing and since the supply of teachers is decreasing. 
Furthermore, I am sure we desire to receive the benefits of 
experience and continue our present competent faculty. 


The average salary during this present school year for the 
State of Vermont, all Communities, was as follows:

From the standpoint of real and school population we are an 
average Vermont Community. From the standpoint of A bility 
to pay we are undoubtedly above the average. All salaries, of 
course, will be higher his coming year. 


We want teachers who teach subject matter well, but we also 
want teachers who have a wide understanding of all boys and 
girls as respects their individuality; and we want teachers who 
are willing to take responsibilities in extra-curricular activities 

and in community activities. | 


I believe our faculty is striving successfully to accomplish these 
aims. In spite of the difficulties; dramatics, athletics, Literary 
pursuits, hobbies and socials continue; and I venture to say 
that the church and almost every other organization in the 
Community has enjoyed the participation or assistance of our 
teachers. 
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We have fortunately been able to retain a good percentage of 
our teachers, but we have a few who are new. Mrs. Katherine 
Cross, a graduate of Plattsburg State Teachers College, is in 
charge of the Home Economics Dept. Mrs. Jennie Clair, Mrs. 
Florence Blaisdell, and Mrs. Alan Titus are teaching at Mos- 
cow, North Hollow and West Branch respectively. They are all 
experienced teachers, and we were fortunate to have them 
available. 


The future? The world plans for peace guaranteed by some or- 
ganization of power. Peace means security, opportunity, free- 
dom. The arts of peace are religion, education, Community 
life, science, literature, music, travel, etc. They broaden the 
intellect, create friendship and develop the individual. Educa- 
tion has been indispensable to war, and to peace it is even 
more so. How shall we plan in Stowe? 


A NEw VILLAGE ScHOOL BUILDING? 


We should discuss this topic now, and make tentative plans, 
but we can do nothing for a while because: 


1. Are we sure that we do or do not want to centralize High 
School education in Lamoille County above the 7th grade? 


2. This will depend much upon federal, state and local post- 
war policies. 


3. We are not now fully informed of best building practices as 
affected by the war. 


4. How are we going to finance a building, elementary or High 
School? 


Should we begin the establishment of a fund into which both 
public and private funds might enter? I doubt if we would want 
to depend entirely upon a future federal program with its en- 
tanglement of restrictions and specifications. 


The Vt. Legislature is now considering educational bills im- 
portant to us. One would effect state aid by a $5.00 per equated 
pupil increase. Another would eliminate certain discounts (ac- 
cording to size of grand list) made in the total sum of aid. 
You ought to inform yourselves about these bills, your school 
department is prepared to help you at any time, for it is evi- 
dent that local taxation cannot continue to carry the whole 
burden of the increasing cost of education. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to the School Board and to 
the Townspeople for their patience and cooperation during the 
past year; also to the teachers for their perseverance during a 


rather difficult year.

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NOTICE AND WARNING 


The inhabitants of the Town of Stowe, who are legal 
voters in Town Meeting and in Town Meeting as a Town 
School District, are hereby notified and warned to meet at 
the Auditorium in said Town, on Tuesday, March 6th, 
1945, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles of business, viz: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Moderator and Town Clerk 
for the year ensuing. 


' ARTICLE 2. To vote upon the following questions: 

“Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous bev- 
erages be granted in this town?” 

“Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town?” 
The ballot box for voting upon the questions under the 
preceding article will be opened at ten o’clock when the 
meeting opens, and will be closed at three o’clock in the 

afternoon. 


ARTICLE 3. To act on the reports of the several Town 
Officers and those presented. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one or more Road Commissioners 
instead of electing them by ballot. 


ARTICLE 5. To elect all other officers required by 
law, including the Road Commissioner or Road Commis- 
sioners, unless the Town has previously voted that the 
Selectmen be authorized to appoint as prescribed by law; 
also to elect all Town School District Officers and a Budget 
Committee of five members to serve for one year. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to expend 
from its funds a sum in addition to the amount required by 
law to take advantage of benefits of the State Aid Laws 
and regulations of the Highway commission, including the 
benefits specified in Nos. 84 and 85 of the Acts of 1941, and 
if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Auditors of the Town to employ the services of an ac- 
countant from the office of the Auditor of Accounts as pro- 
vided by No. 55 of the Acts of 1937 to conduct an audit of 
the accounts of the town. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to collect 
taxes on real and personal property in installments as pro- 
vided by Sections 792-800 P. L. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of the General Laws providing for the payment 
of taxes direct to the Town Treasurer. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow money to pay the current expenses 
and debts of the Town in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for that purpose, and as a Town School District to 
authorize the School Directors to borrow money to pay the 
current expenses and debts of the Town School District in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose, and 
to provide whether the same shall be done by orders, notes 
or by bonding the Town or Town School District for that 
purpose. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to pay its 
Officers for the year ensuing, and if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $175.00 toward the support of the Public 
Health Nurse (Maternal and Child Health Nursing Ser- 
vice) in order that the service already established may be 


continued, and in such manner as to take advantage of 
Federal Aid. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $75.00 to aid in health correction work 
for school children whose parents are, in the opinion of the 
School Directors, financially unable to do the same. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for the Town Library, and if so how 
much. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for the observance of Memorial Day, 
and if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Stowe Ceme- 
tery Association for the care of unoccupied lots, borders 
and roadsides in the Town Cemeteries, and if so, how much. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town shall continue to 
establish, maintain and conduct a system of public recrea- 
tion, including play-grounds and, if so, set apart for such 
use any land or buildings, owned or leased by it and acquire 
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land, buildings, and other recreational facilities by gift or 
purchase, and equip, maintain and conduct the same, if so, 
to see if the Town will vote to appropriate and assess a tax 
and sum for that purpose. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to have inscribed within the Soldiers Memo- 
rial Building the names of all persons credited to the town 
of Stowe by the state or federal authorities, who entered the 
service of the United States during the Spanish-American 
War and World War II and died while in such service or 
were honorably discharged, if so, to see if the Town will 
vote to appropriate and assess a tax and sum for that pur- 
pose. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer to invest a portion of the Cemetery Trust 
Funds in notes signed by the Selectmen or School Directors 
and issued in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to pay the 
firemen for service and practice outside the Village at the 
usual rate of pay. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to share 
equally with the Village the expense and maintenance of 
the fire truck and apparatus. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
money on the Grand List of the Town and the Town as a 
Town School District for the year 1945, to pay the debts 
and current expenses of the Town and of the Town as a 
Town School District on the Budget System. 


ARTICLE 23. To do any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.
